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1 Up to now, three l.G. Farben production groups have been transferred Russia, 
specifically* two to Moscow and one to Gorki. 



2. The manager of the more important group in Moscow is Dr. Herold, a di- bled 
war veteran (lost one leg). This group is following the production p ogram 
of the former Leuna-Warke for nitrogen, in addition to working on cor de- 
hydration. The staff consists of forty-two to fifty top ranking chem ts 
and technical specialists. 


3 The second group in Moscow comprises about the same number of top raiding per- 
sonnel j this group is engaged in unspecified scientific research. 

4* The third group i it Gorki consists of about ei$ity qualified chemists and techni- 
cians. Apparently, members of this group serve as consultants to large plants 
in the field of industrial chemistry, where they furnish advico on is^rovsmonts 
in production methods. This group in particular complains of bad trc ‘ riant from 
the Soviets. 
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
